Thank you for becoming an Off Highway Vehicle Dealer and/or a Snowmobile Dealer with the Iowa Department of 
Natural Resources. This guide is for information only to help OHV dealers and Snowmobile dealers better understand 
their responsibilities as outlined in Iowa Code and Administrative rules.

Dealer Certification 
Under Iowa Code, a business that buys, sells, or exchanges more than five off highway vehicles or snowmobiles 
annually must register with the DNR. However, a business may become a certified dealer regardless of how many 
vehicles they sell annually. 
 

Advantages 

There are some advantages of becoming a certified dealer with the Iowa Department of Natural Resources: 
1. A dealer does not have to register or title a vehicle in their name before reselling it. Becoming a dealer saves your 

business money, even if you only sale two vehicles over three years: Cost of a three year dealer certification: 
$46.50; Cost of two vehicle registrations & titles: $58.50 = $12.00 savings 

2. Your customer can use their vehicle as soon as they get it home when a dealer issues their purchaser a 
Registration Applied for Card.* This card lets the customer use the vehicle for 45 days while the registration is 
being processed by the county recorder. *subject to issuance requirements 

3. Get training materials and a reference manual to help you answer vehicle registration/title requirements and 
paperwork.

How do I become a certified dealer? 

Submit a completed OHV Dealer, Manufacturer, or Distributor Application for Special Certificates (Form: 542-0485), a 
copy of the business’s sales tax permit, and applicable fees to: 

Iowa Department of Natural Resources, Attn: Licensing, 502 E 9th St, Des Moines IA 50319. 
 
Dealers must meet the following requirements before applying for dealer registration: 

1. Have an established place of business, to include a) landline telephone service and b) adequate office area for 
keeping business records to include, but is not limited to: manufacturers’ certificates of origin, certificates of title 
or other evidence of ownership for all-terrain vehicles for sale 

2. Comply with applicable local zoning ordinances 
 
If your business has multiple locations, you must have a special certificate for each location. Submit an application for 
each location. 
 

Additional Special Certificates  

You can request additional certificates at your county recorder’s office in person or by mailing a completed 
Renewal/Duplicate application and fees to your county recorder’s office.  
 
The renewal application or duplicate decal application can be emailed or faxed to you upon request by calling your 
county recorder’s office or DNR customer service at (515) 725-8200. 
 

Certification Period 

Your dealer certification is valid from the date of application or renewal through December 30th of the renewal period.  
Current Certification Period:  December 30, 2015 to December 30, 2018 
Upcoming Certification Periods:  December 30, 2018 – December 30, 2021  
 December 30, 2021 – December 30, 2024 
 December 30, 2024 – December 30, 2027 
 

Renewal Notices 

Renewal notices will be mailed to each dealer at the address on record, unless noted on your account. Notices will be 
mailed in August of the expiration year of certification period (2018, 2021, & 2024). Submit renewals of dealer 
certifications to the County Recorder in the county in which your business is located. Dealer renewals will not be accepted 
before September 1st of the upcoming certification period.

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Dealer Requirements upon the sale of a Vehicle 

1. The dealer must complete all required registration paperwork and submit completed documents and applicable 
registration fees to the County Recorder on behalf of the customer within 15 days of purchase. (*Submit 
registrations to the County Recorder located in the purchaser’s county of residence.) 

 Application for vehicle/vessel registration 
 1 of the following 3 forms:  

 Manufacturer’s Certificate of Origin  

 Certificate of Title 

 Affidavit of Unregistered or Untitled Vehicle/Vessel 
 Proof of Ownership/Bill of Sale 
 Applicable Registration Fees  
 Sales Tax Exemption Form (if applicable) 

 
2. The dealer must collect Iowa Sales Tax for the county/city in which the purchaser took possession of the vehicle. 

Sales Tax will be remitted to the Iowa Department of Revenue by the dealer.  

 Sales Tax Rates, Sales Tax Exemption Form, and how to remit collected sales tax are on the Iowa Department 
of Revenue website: https://tax.iowa.gov/businesses

3. The dealer must provide all purchasers of Off Highway Vehicles or Snowmobiles with the applicable webpage: 

http://www.iowadnr.gov/Things-to-Do/Off-Highway-Vehicles or   http://www.iowadnr.gov/Things-to-
Do/Snowmobiles so they may get:  
(1) a copy of current all-terrain vehicle laws and regulations governing the use of all-terrain vehicles in the state 

of Iowa 
(2) the most up-to-date list of public places open for all-terrain vehicle use.  

 
Information provided on the department’s web site is deemed most current and the most up-to-date information 
for purposes of this rule… 

 
4. The dealer must provide all purchasers a Registration Applied for Card only after an application for registration 

has been made to the county recorder. Placing a completed Application for Registration and required fees in the 
mail to the recorder will constitute making an application. This card lets the customer use the vehicle for 45 days 
while the registration is being processed by the county recorder.  
  

Registration Exceptions 

Registration is not required for the following described all-terrain vehicles: 
1. Off Highway Vehicles owned by the United States, the State of Iowa, Another State, or Governmental Subdivision 

(county, city, public college) AND used for:  

 Law Enforcement 

 Search and Rescue or  

 Official Research and Studies 
2. Off Highway Vehicles used exclusively for agricultural purposes 

 

Registration & Titling Advantages 

 Establishes Ownership in the State Recreational Registration System 

 Allows liens & Subsequent liens to be recorded in the State Recreational Registration System 

 May be required by their insurance carrier to be covered by property loss and/or liability coverage 

 May be required by their city and/or county if an ordinance allows OHVs to be ridden on city and/or county roads 

 Makes trade-in and resell for customers easier for the dealer

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Dealership Vehicles 

Vehicles that are traded-in or bought by the dealership for resale only do not need to be registered into the dealer’s 
name. If the vehicle is going to be used for personal use (other than testing or demonstration purposes), the dealer must 
register the vehicle and pay all appropriate fees.  
 
If you rent your off highway vehicles out, additional code sections apply. Please refer to Iowa Code Chapter 321I.20 
Rented All-terrain vehicles. 
 

Vehicles without Registration Paperwork 
Vehicles traded-in or bought without registration paperwork require additional work for the dealer before resale. Contact 
the DNR to verify the registration status of a vehicle before accepting it as a trade-in or purchase without 
registration/titling paperwork.  
 

1. If NO registration history is found in the State Recreational Vehicle database, complete an Affidavit of 
Unregistered/Untitled Vehicle. Iowa Code requires the use of the affidavit for USED unregistered or untitled 
vehicles, in lieu of a title or registration. 

2. If registration history is found in the State Recreational Vehicle database and the person you bought it from is the 
last registered owner; the customer must buy a duplicate title and have the customer sign it over as instructed on 
the back of the Certificate of Title. 

3. If registration history is found in the State Recreational Vehicle database and the person you bought it from is not 
the last registered owner; the dealer must complete the bonding process (full explanation of this process 
available at: www.iowadnr.gov/bonding) and register the vehicle in the dealer’s name before resale.  

 
*Duplicate MSOs should not be requested from the manufacturer on used units in lieu of completing any of the options 
above.  
 
**Beginning July 1, 2014, customers can no longer register their snowmobile, ATV, ORV and ORM as a lifetime Farm 
Registration. Vehicles that had been registered as a Farm Registration before July 1, 2014 will still be in effect. Many of 
the older farm units have a registration history but do not have current registration paperwork or decals on the machine.

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“Registration Applied For” Card 
Iowa Code section 321G.15 for snowmobiles and 321I.16 for ATV’s, requires dealers to provide the buyer of a snowmobile 
or ATV with a “Registration Applied For” card. This card must be attached to the vehicle at the time of purchase and lets 
the buyer operate the vehicle on public land for 45 days. This card is not renewable. 
This card can only be requested from DNR Licensing by phone: 515-725-8200 or email: webmaster@dnr.iowa.gov  
 
Instructions 

1. Print or type the Vehicle Identification Number in the space marked “Serial No. of Frame”. 
2. Print or type the name and address of the purchaser. 
3. Print or type the date of purchase.  
4. The buyer must sign this card in the space provided below their name and address. 
5. Print or type the make and model of the Snowmobile or ATV. 
6. Print or type your Special Certificate (ZZ) number in the space marked “Dealer Number”. 
7. Print or type the name and address of your dealership. 
8. Attach this card to the vehicle.

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Affidavit for Unregistered/Untitled Vehicles  

Iowa Code chapter 321G.29(7) for snowmobiles and 321I.31(7) for ATV’s require dealer in possession of an USED 
unregistered snowmobile or ATV to fill out and deliver the affidavit along with the appropriate registration paperwork 
and fees to the County Recorder.  
 
This form must be completed by the dealer who obtained the unregistered or untitled vehicle. A DNR Conservation or 
other law enforcement officer must inspect the vehicle. 
 
Instructions 

1. Print or type the dealer’s county of residence in the space provided. 
2. Print or type the dealer’s name and full address.  
3. Indicate with an ‘x’ whether this affidavit is for a snowmobile or an all-terrain vehicle.  
4. Print or type the name of the manufacturer of the vehicle.  
5. Print or type the Vehicle Identification Number found on the frame of the vehicle. 
6. Print or type the model of the vehicle. 
7. Print or type the model year of the vehicle. 
8. Print or type the size of the engine in cubic centimeters.  
9. The dealer must sign the affidavit. 
10. The affidavit must be notarized. 

Inspection 
11. An Iowa Conservation Officer, Police Officer, Sheriff or Iowa State Patrol Officer must inspect the vehicle before it 

can be submitted to the County Recorder.  
12. The officer must fill out and sign the bottom portion of this affidavit. 

Transferring an Unregistered/Untitled Vehicle 
13. The affidavit must be presented to the County Recorder with the Application for Registration and Title at the time 

of transfer.

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Registration Application for Recreational Vehicles 

Instructions 
1. Indicate with an ‘x’ whether the primary owner is an Iowa Resident or Nonresident. 
2. Indicate with an ‘x’ whether all owners will be listed with “and” or “or” 

“And” requires all parties to sign documents to title, register, transfer, or sell the vehicle 
“Or” requires only one party to sign documents to title, register, transfer, or sell the vehicle 

3. Print or type Last, First, Middle Name and Birth Date for all owners of the vehicle. 
4. Complete the Street Address/PO Box, City, State, Zip Code for the Primary Owner.  (The primary owner will 

receive all correspondence for this vehicle from the DNR) 
5. Complete the Phone Number and Email for the primary owner. 
6. Complete one of the following fields: DNR Number, Iowa Driver’s License Number, or Social Security Number. 
7. Indicate with an “x” whether the primary owner is M(ale) or F(emale). 
8. Complete Height, Weight, and Eye Color for the Primary Owner. 
9. Complete the Application Date and County of Registration*. 

County in which the primary owner lives or for nonresidents county of primary operation. 
10. Indicate with an “x” what type of vehicle the application is for and the type of transaction to be completed. 
11. Complete the ATV/Snowmobile/ORM/ORV Section according to the MSO or previous registration. 
12. Complete the Title/Lien/Sub Lien Information as needed.  
13. Bond Information: See www.iowadnr.gov/bonding for further instructions and help. 
14. Dealer Use Only Section 

All information in this section must be completed in its entirety. If the application is used for the bill of sale – A 
copy of the application for registration must be sent with the customer. 

15. Signatures – All parties listed on the application using “and” must sign the application. The Primary Owner must 
sign in the event “or” was indicated above.
